This County is boundod on the North ! south-eastern corner of Rosanquel, and 


and West by Lake Huron and River St. 
Clair, on tho South by tho County of 
Kent, and on tho Hast by tho County of 
Middlesex. Its wator boundary, from 
tho northern point of Bosanquot, or what 
Is called Browstor’s Mills, to Baby’s 
Point, in tho Township of Sombra, is 
nearly seventy miles. Tho Townships 
of Sarnia, Plympton, and Bosanquot 
have a coast of over forty miles on Lake 
•Huron. 

As a gonoral rulo, tho land is high, 
rolling, and well timbered, in tho north 
and east. In tho South and Wost, it is 
rather flat, but abounds in valuable 
timber, which has for yoars past, been 
the greatest source of tho wealth of tho 
inhabitants. 

Tho County has been in process of set- 
tlement for upwards of thirty years, and 
in that time tho marks of civilization 
and progross have boon steadily advanc- 
ing. Its improvements have boon mado 
on tho gradual and progressive scale, 
rather than by fitful bursts of specula- 
tive excitement. Some of tho old inhab- 
itants oxporioucod groat hardships in 
parly tinges, but boro their difficulties 
With fortitude, and havo now the satis- 
tfheti'on of receiving tho woll iqoritod 
congratulations of the more rocont sot- 
tiers, and of thoir own child ron, for their 
Indofatigablo porsovorouco and indom- 
nitable onergy.-^TJioy have well earned, 
$nd are qow rocoiymg tho proud titlo of 
the Pioneers of our County. All honor 
to them— May their sons prove them- 
roIvos an honor to such sires. 

Tho Mineral Resources of tho county 
have lately proved to bo very extensive. 
In tho northern part there aro num- 
erous beds of Ochre, and strong iudica- 
C-l-ana of Petroleum, tho former on the I 


tho latter on tho north-western cornor 
of Plympton. ' On a farm belonging to 
Mr. Rawlings, a short distance cast of the 
village of Errol, there have for yoars past . 
been strong indications of Gas, and 
about three years ago the projector was 
! induced to sink a well, which when 
about one hundred foot deep, struck a 
vein of Gas which exploded with such 
violence as almost to make many of the 
neighbors 5ui>poso that an earthquake In 
miniature had taken place. Window® 
worn broken by tho concussion, and the 
stoning of a neighboring well was shak- 
en from its foundation and brought in a 
mass to the bottom. After this, tho real 
I Petrolic urn Oil was brought up in small 
quantities, by the sand pump ; but just 
| as the proprietor was oxpooting to grasp 
| his Jbrtuno, a part of his drilling appara- 
tus broke in the rock, and for the want- 
of capital ho was obliged to abandon the 
work. Doubtless when the great Ennis- 
killen bed is thoroughly perforated, 
some enterprising firm will tost the 
North Plympton region. There aro sev- 
eral parts in tho county that show indi- 
cations of tho same kind ; bqt the great* 
ost of all is in the Township of EnniskiR 
Ion, which shall bo noticed more fplly 
in our sketch of tho village of Oil Springs. 

Tho commercial interests of this county 
have beep greatly retarded for want of 
public roads. Till tho year 1S55 when tho 
G. Western Railway was completed the 
only outlet for the produce of t}io county 
was on tho river St. Clair, and tho city 
ofLfOiulou* To reach either points ex- 
cept in winter, was a task of no ordinary 
magnitude for any of the settlers lying 
near tlio centre, or eastern boundary of 
the county. Tho principal articles of 
export aro wheat, peas, pork, cattlo, 
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wo>l f hides and pelts, butler, bird, tal- 
low, cord wood, and timber in difforoin 
fornH. The latter has been carried on 
n0 ar tho river for many years, and now 
formi an important branch of industry, 
and wealth along both lines of railroad. 

Slnca tho completion of tho two lines 
of railroad, viz., tho Great Western in 
j£m, and tho Grant Trank in 1 S50, tilings 
bavo begun to wear another appearance 
! In Lambton. Vast fields are now being 
.cleared up, tho timber not burnt on tho 
epot as formerly, but made into square 

* timber staves or cordwood,as the quali- 
. ties may indicate to bo most profitable, 

This givos winter employment to many, 
and tJie land is easily cleared up for the 
r harrow in tho spring, and ready to 

* yield to industry tho logitiinato fruits of 
the soil. Thus tho commercial and ag- 
ricultural interests of the county of 

- • Lambton at the present time show every 
■' v Indication of progress; and if wo may 
1 : judge of tho future by tho light of those 

* Indications, there is every reason bo hope, 

J ' that the time is not far distant, when 

* Lambton will compare favorably with 
' • any other county in tho Province, in 

|x>int of agricultural wealth and com- 
mercial importance. 

Tho Municipal affairs of tho county 
4 / wore first managed by tho old District 
^ Council, formed in 1310, which compris- 
<ad tho counties of Essex, Kent and 
d Lambton, forming what was then called 
1 * the Western District. A representative 
r v was sent from each townships, or in some 
' Instances whore tlio Township word but 
thinly sottlod, two wore united, for 
Municipal purposes, anl delegates sent 
according to the number of residents. 

* Tho general place of mooting was at 
Bandwich, and many of tho delegates 
wore obliged to travel tho distance on 

4 foot. Their meetings were hold somi- 

* annually. During this- slam of atlairs, 

* tho question, with tho settlers, was not, 

t who, out of the many candidates offer- 
ing will wo select to represent us, but 
,v who can bo induced to take upon them- 
selves that duty ; and in many instances, 
it was a hard matter to induce any psr- 

* fv>u t to fill tho position for the period of 
tjireo years, that being tho length of 


time for which District Council- 
lors were elected. It was soon 
found that this undo of local Legislature 
was noithor conclusive to the develop- 
ment oftlio country, nor satisfactory to 
tho people. Tho spirit of load interns ta 
ran so high that but littlo could bo 
effected in tho way of encouragemont 
to general i improvements. If a road was 
asked for in ono section or county, there 
were two to oppose tho projoet from 
other quarters, and as a matter of con- 
sequence, it was refused, and thus im- 
provements were retarded. This stato 
of affairs lasted till 1S32, when the Dis- 
trict was superseded by the Township 
and County Councils ; but although this 
was undoubtedly an improvement on 
the former yet it does not meet all tho 
difficulties that attended that system. 
Sectional jealousies are not entirely re- 
moved. The North against tho South, 
and both against tho Town, have pre- 
vented any very liberal county improve- 
ments, so that Lambton is yot the far- 
thest back in public improvements of 
perhaps any county in tho Province ; 
and if we except tho Oil Springs and 
Wyoming, and the Sarnia and Florence 
Piank Roads, which wore brought into 
existence by the development of tho oil 
trade — both of which were assisted by 
the County to tho amount of $1,000 each 
— there aro but fow marks to toll of the 
existence of that body in this county for 
the past twelve years. Tho principal 
part of tho public improvements h wa 
boon made by Township Councils, and 
chose on a very moderate scale. Bui 
while improvements have boon retarded, 
tho county has boon comparatively fro® 
•ffdobt, and at the present timo its erodii 
viands equal to, if not higher than any 
>f tho alj aeon t con ntios. 

I*i politics, party spirit has usually 
ran high in this county. For several 
years it wav united, for legislative pur- 
poses, with tho County of Kent. It was 
li**st represented in Parliament by Mr. 
Wood, of Chatham. Ila next ropreseu- 
titivo w is the lion. J. B. Harrison, who 
shortly aider his election was appointed 
*,'> a judgeship, and was succeeded by 
Mr. Wood who was again elected in 
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1615. At the next election, Mr. (after- 
wards lion.) M. Cameron, opposed, and 
defeated, Mr. Wood. The next contest 
t-was between Mr. M. Cameron, and J. 
It Cameron, of Toronto, and resulted 
In favor of the former. I n t he year IS5 1 , 
Messrs. Brown (of Toronto,) Mr. Rankin, 
mid Mr. Larwell, were candidates, 
Messrs Brown and Rankin as Reformers* 
and Mr. Larwell as a Conservative. 
This contest resulted in favor of Mr. 
Brown, who represented the United 
* Counties until they were divided, and 
In 1851, he again offered as a candidate 

• for Lambton, and was opposed by M r. 
M. Cameron, who was defeated. Mr. 
Cameron’s defeat at this time was 
in some measure, owing^ to the fact of 

.Serbia leaving the couiity and going to Hu- 
ron to contest that constituency with the 
’ Hon. Win. Cayley. Ho defeated Mr. 
VfCayloy in Huron, and, on returning, 
found that a delegation, which met from 
both Kent and Lambton, had decided to 
run Mr. Brown, against Messrs. Lar- 
well and Rankin. Mr. Cameron op- 
.. posed this choice, and took the stump 
! for Mr. Rankin, which offended many 
of his reform friends to such a degree 
that they never returned to his support, 
«id when, at the next election, he took 
up the gauntlet against Mr, Brown, he 
was, as wo have just said, defeated. Mr. 
Brown represented Lambton until 1S57, 
when ho was elected for the City of To- 
, t onto. * ‘ 

Mr. Cameron was again called into 
the field as a candidate, and was opposed 
by II. F. McKenzie, Esq., of Sarnia, 
the contest being carried on with great 
spirit and energy by both parties. The 
majority of those who had formerly 
supported Mr. Brown united their ef- 
forts to secure Mr. McKenzie's election, 
v Money was freely spent on both sides, 
b it Mr. Oarmeron was returned by u 
la^ge majority and retained tlie seat till 
the summer of 1SCQ, when he was oullcv 
to a seat in the Upper I Louse to represent 
the, St, Clair Division. Luubton wa> 

• thus again without a representative, and 
at the .sucoeeding election the contest \v;v 
between II. F. Mackenzie of Sarnia, an* 
John Bobby n a farmer uiul lumber mer- 


chant of Euphetnui. . Mr. -Mackenzie 
was the successful candidate in this con- 
test, but at thy general election in lSdl, 
ho resigned the seat in favor of his 
brother. Alexander Vidal, Esq., was 
called out to oppose. Mr. A. Mackenzie in 
the moderate reform interest. This con- 
test was like many before it, contested 
with spirit and energy. The party who 
supported Mr. Mackenzie had now be- 
come thoroughly organized and consol- 
idated, and elected their man. This waa 
in iJitU, mul in ISCii at the general elec- „ 
lion consequent upon the defeat of the 
Macdmiald-Szcotto Administration, Mr, 
A. McKenzie was elected without oppo- 
sition. 

In April last, the lion. M. Cameron 
accepted the office of Queen’s Printer, 
rendered vacant by the death of Mr. 
I>erb 3 r .->lure. This left the St. Clair Divi- 
sion vacant, and Mr. Wilson, of Lmdon 
was elected by acclamation. lie, how- 
ever, only retained the seat for four 
months, when it was again rendered va- 
cant by his acceptance of a .1 udgship, 
and a writ for another election was is- 
sued; The claims for the scat were con- 
tested by Alexander Vidal, Esq., mana- 
ger of the Bank of Upper Canada in Sar- 
nia, and F. Davis, Barrister, of the same 
place ; the former in the interest of the 
liberal party, and the latter as the nom- 
inee of the Reform Convention, Mr, 
Vidal was elected by a majority of Z'2'X 

Mr. Vidal’s election unlike any that 
over preceded it, in the County, has 
given general satisfaction to all parties, 
even tlioso who labored most assiduously 
to prevent it, were among the first to 
congratulate him on liis success, and 
they arc few and of but little note who 
maintain an opposite position. 

In this county— as through the Prov- 
ince generally — the distinctions between 
political parties are not marked by leg- 
islative measures so much as by per- 
sonal preferences and what is usually 
called ** party distinctions.” The mea- 
sures contended for by one party arc 
,ut a fas simile of the doe trines adhered 
.» by the other, and each seems to vie 
■villi the ether m their attachment to tha 
IritNh Constitution, and in tlupr ilevo- 
jon and loyalty to the British Crown*

Tho settlement of this Township was 
commenced as early as tho year 1S33, i 
hut for some ton years tho progress was 
greatly retarded. This proved very dis- 
couraging to tho few who first attempted 
•‘life in tho bush,” and many of them 
yielding to the discouragements, left 
their homes and improvements to seek 
a shelter in a' more habitable region. 
These beginnings in tlie bush that were 
thus deserted formed beautiful starting 
points for future settlers. The first set- 
tlers appears to have chosen the south- 
east and north-east corners, or what is 
now called Arkona and Brewster’s mills. 
A third settlement was early commenced 
on the lake shore near Kettle Point, or 
the Indian village. The above remarks 
apply more particularly to tins settle- 
ment. 

In these early days such a luxury as a 
cleared road was out of tho question. 
Travel was altogether performed by ox- 
sleds, the only guide being the “ blaze” 
on the trees. 

In the year ISM), there was a public 
grunt of forty-four dollars, appropriated 
to opening the second concession, from 
the Warwick town line to Pino Hill, or 
what is now called Widder. In 1811 
tho township w r as first set off as a sepa- 
rate municipality, and on tho-illi of Jan- 
uary in that year a meeting was held at 
Townsend’s mill, near tho south-east 
corner of the township, to appoint aTown 
Clork, an Assessor, Collector and repre- 
sentative to tho District Council. 

Tho result of this organization was, 
that during the year 'tho sum of $3GC Go 
was received from the Treasurer of the 
District as wild land tax. This made 
quite an improvement on tho above 
mentioned road in tho way of chopping, 
clearing, and making crossway. 

It was some four or five years after 
this, before there was any great hiilux 


of settlers, but at last they came, and in 
greater numbers than could convenient] y 
be accommodated. A liouso of enter- 
tainment had become a necessity, and 
Mr. Nial Eastman, one of tho first set- 
tiers, opened his houso for tho accommo 
dation of strangers. This was near tho 
present site of Arkona village. A Mr. 
if ilborn opened a small store near the 
[same place; a shoemaker and Black- 
smith soon followed, and shortly after 
a small frame store was erected by Mr. 
L. Sehooley, This was the origin of the 
now respectable village of Arkona. Tho 
township was owned by the Canada 
Company, who leased it to the settlors 
on a ten years term, with the first offer 
of sale. The price was always exorbitantly 
high, but as the land was good, and only 
the interest on the upset price required 
during the lease, many ventured on tho 
bargain, and at the end of the term in 
order to save the improvements made, 
were obliged to borrow money at ten, 
twelve and fifteen per cent, to take out 
their deeds. This of course doubled 
their yearly rental and added seriously 
to their already heavy burdens. Many 
having struggled with such difficulties 
till their mortgage became due, were 
at last forced to relinquish their claim. 
The same state of things has obtained 
in nearly every part of the Canada Com- 
pany’s claims ; so much so that that in- 
stitution is commonly spoken of as the 
“ curse of Canada,” 

Tho greater portion of Bosanquot is 
land of tho first quality; a loamy clay 
prevails in tho east, and a calcareous 
soil, in the west. On some farms along 
the lake shore, wheat has been raised 
for fifteen years in succession, without 
any sign of deterioration. This, to any 
practical farmer will at once attest tho 
value of tho land. The northern part of 
the township is low, sandy, and, com- 
pared with the rost of the township, al- 
most barren for agricultural purposes. 
It is only valuable for its timber* Largo 
quantities of rod and white pine have 
been obtained for lumber, shingles and 
building purposes during tho past ten 
years. In tho other parts of tho town- 
ship, iiiekory, elm, and oak timber have

This township lies south of Warwick 
and north of Euphemiaj is bounded onj 
tho west by Enniskillen, and on tho east 
by Metcalf, in tho County of Middlesex. 

Tho land in this Township is quite 
©qua! in quality to any in tho County, 
or wo might say in the Province. It is 
what is called a clay loam— high and 
rolling. It stands at number one for 
yheat. It is well timbered ; much wal- 
nut has been taken out of the township, 
and at presont largo quantities of oak 
and elm are taken out every winter 
Beech, maple, walnut, oak and elm are 
the principal timbers in this township, 
and all grow to a great height, which is 
as good a proof of the qualities of the 
soil as can be given. There is a grist 
and saw mill, owned by Mr. Breman, 
not far from tho centre of the township; 
both are driven by water power, taken 
, -from the Sydenham river. 

. In 1854, Mr. McKeuno built a very 
large stoam saw mill and lathing ma- 
chine, which proved very profitable for 
a few years, but since tho financial crisis 
Of 1857, has been a losing speculation. 
Mr. McKean, now entertains an idea of 
removing tho mill to tho Manitoulin 
Island, where he hopes to make it pay. 

Apart from these two centres of at 
traction there is no other instance of a 
village in this township, although it has 
been In progress of settlement for thirty 
years. A considerable quantity of the 
land is yet held bv the Government, and 
much of it by speculators, which is the 
groatost barrier to the settlement of any 
place.

This township lies In the south-east 
corner of the county, bounded on the 
oust by Middlesex, and on the south by 
Kent. It has the lightest and most 
easily cultivated soil of any township in 
the county. The south branch of the 
Kydenliam river runs in a south-west- 
erly direction through it, passing out at 
the south-west corner. The banks oi 
* the river are high, at a distance from 
the stream, leaving beautiful huts nearly 
the entire route. The timber is of good j 
quality; white ash, oak, walnut, elm. 
end maple prevail. The farming opera- 
ions of Kuphemia are carried on with a 
considerable amount of enterprise. The 
Dobbyns, Moorehouses, and Bobars are 
among the leading farmers. The town- 
ship has been in process of settling for 
over 30 years, and the old sett lei's have 
▼cry interesting tales to tell of their 
early life, some of them having spent 
several years among the Indians, who 
»t the time occupied a large portion oj- 
the south and west part of the town- 
ship ; but, as in most other parts, they 
have gradually yielded up their claims 
to the ** pale faces,” whose ploughshares 
are now desecrating their fathers* graves. 

The township appears to have success- 
fully struggled against the common bar- 
rier to progress, “bad roads,” and al- 
most In spite of them to liave succeeded 
In its progressive march. It can scarcely 
bo credited with an outlet to market til 1 
the completion of the Great, Western 
Railway, Newberry being the nearest 
station. The distance from Sarnia, llio 
county town, via Wallueeburg, which is 
the only travelled road, is over GO miles. 
Some aspiring gontiemen have long en- 
tertained the idea that Kuphemia and 
Its capital, the village of Florence, would 
ultimately bo tho nucleus of a new 
county ; but as soon as the plunk road 
from Sarnia 4 is completed, it will be 


brought witlun 30 miles of Sarnia, which 
will set tho above project far in tho fu- 
ture, if it does not expiate the Idea alto- 
gether.

This is probably tbo best settled and 
most improved township in tho comity. 
Situated as it is on tho river St, Clair, it 
has always had tho advantage* of a] 
ready market ; and such an accommo* 
datum is always marked by correspond- 
ing progress. 

The township has been in process of 
pcttlemout for over thirty years. Dur- 
Iit§ tho year of tho Canadian rebellion™ 
IW7-3S— thoro was a military station 
about a mile below tho present village of 
Mooretowii. Whether this was any spe- 
cial advantage in giving an impetus to 
the progress of tho place, we need not 
stop to ouquiro ; but it is certain that 
from that time till the present a gradual 
but healthy progress has marked the 
<> mrso of the farming community; unci 
Moore now ranks as one of tho foremost 
townships in this progressing county. 


The land is of the first quality on tho 
north and west sides of tho township, 
while the banks of the Rear Creek have 
been proved to be admirably adapted 
for all kinds of cereals, green crops, amt 
fruit. Many of the farmers in this loca- 
lity are among tho first exhibitors at 
the county shows. Messrs. Duncan, 
Brown, Johnston, Payne, and others 
are gentlemen whoso names deserve 
honorable mention for their successful 
energy In showing what a farm, with f 
proper management, is capable of pro- 
ducing, not only as samples for annual . 
exhibitions, but also for the general 
amount of annual returns, and the gra- 
dual but certain attainment of compe- 
tence and wealth. 

The Municipal Council of this town- 
ship has been more liberal during the 
past few years in expending money for 
roads and ditches than any other muni- 
cipality in the county ; and there is no 
doubt but this liberal public policy luw 
in a great degree been conducive to the 
general progress which is everywhere 
observable. _ It is certain that an im- 
provement in any direction lias a ten* * 
deucy to promote tho same in every ad- 
jacent department; and when ti public 
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thoroughfaro is oponod, and the land 
•upplied with good. leading ditches, 
others to Intersect these will soon be 
made by private effort, and a whole 
range of country* bo' largely bene fitted 
mid improved. So it has been in Moore ; 
aud while the agricultural interests in 
other townships have been flagging so 
much*, that it was difficult to get up 
oven an apology for an annual show, in 
Moore it was generally admitted that in 
tills respect they were ahead of the 
county at the Exhibition in 1863. 

Wb cannot lfcavo this part of our 
sketch without recommending the libe- 
rality of Moore municipality tootkors in 
the county, being well satisfied that a 
judicious expenditure of money for the 
improvement of the soil will always he 
attended with remunerative results.

It will bo impossible for us to tlo any- 
thing like justice to this important and 
. rapidly rising village in the space that is 
at pur disposal in a work such as this. — 
A proper estimate of this interesting lo- 
cality, and- its importance to the sur- 
rounding country and province at largo, 
would be amply sufficient for a respect- 
able volume in itself ; wo shall therefore 
be* obliged to "follow our usual practice of 
treating villages in general, merely giv- 
ing their rise, progress, and present 
standing* * 

The discovery of petroleum, on the 
flats of what is called the Black Creek* 
elates as far back as 1840. It was then 
In connection with the clay sought and 
used t by Indians for medicinal purposes* 
and subsequently it was gathered by 
the settlers for oiling wagon wheels* 
threshing machines, and such like. In 
the year 1858 it was tested as a burning 
oil, and found to possess all the qualities 
of the real Pennsylvania petroleum. As 
Boon as tlds fact was ascertained, a num- 
ber of American speculators made their 
appearance, and purchased several tracts 
in the most promising part of the dis- 
trict, which they, surveyed into small 
lots, and let out on shares to adven- 
turers on a small scale. Soon the sur- 
rounding country ivas completely taken 
by the/* oil fever,” and in a lew months 
hundreds made their way through the 
very worst of roads — or, more £>ropeiiy 
speaking, no road at all— to the oily re- 
gion, on tho 2nd concession of the town- 
ship of Enniskillen. Tho oil was first 
obtained from surface wells, sunk to the 
depth of from twenty to forty feet, and 
brought to tho surface by hand pumps, 
Subsequently a successful attempt was 
made on tho rock, and oil of a better 
quality was obtained at different depths 
Varying from 65 to 180 feet. 

The oil was first brought out to Wy- 
oming on what was called mud-boats, a 
small, fiat-bottomed kind of scow, about 
32 inches wide and 48 long, capable »f 
carrying two barrels of oil— if the team 
was strong enough to haul it. ' These 
modest-looking- vehicles, in two or three 
trips, ploughed*^ .sort of canal, hvhieh* . 


being generally full of water, consider- 
ably reduced tho weight of draft. 

In the fall of 1861 the plank road from 
Wyoming to the Oil Springs was com- 
menced, and early in the year 1863 it writs 
completed. In the same year a tele- 
graph office was' established, and since 
then a daily mail. Early in the year 
’62 the Oil Springs Chronicle , a weekly 
paper, devoted to tho oil interests, was 
established by Messrs. Hudson <fc Solis, 
It has since fallen into tho hands of 
Messrs. Hudson Evans. In tho sum- 
mer of 1868 the plank road to Sarnia vrus 
commenced, and is now in’ process of 
completion. A great impetus was 
given to all kinds of business about the 
beginning of 1862, by the tapping of tho 
celebrated “ Shaw Well.” This oc- 
curred about the 19th of January. The 
proprietor, John Shaw, had laboured for 
months at the drill without any extraor- 
dinary sign of oil, w hen all at once he 
was surprised by a breaking through of 
what appeared to bo the bottom of tho 
rock, and iminediaiely follow ed a co- 
pious How of oil, which soon filled the 
surface well, and overdo wed tho land for 
acres around. So great was the force 
which propelled it vertically, that when 
pipes were adjusted, the oil was forced 
some 50 feet above tho surface of the 
creek. The well continued to fiow at 
this rapid rate till December of the same 
year, during which time 28,200 barrels 
of oil wore saved, and tho amount wasted 
will, of course, never bo known — proba- 
bly half as much would bo an. approxi- 
mate estimate. -Soveral other fiowiug 
wells were struck afterwards. Some, of 
them yield more copiously for a time 
but uouo continued so long, nor yield 
anything like tho same amount, as 
Shaw’s. Immediately after tho disco- 
very of these wells, oil became .a perfect 
drug in the market. In tho summer' of 
1862 it was sold as low as ten cents per 
barrel, but as soon as the flowing wells 
began to fail, it suddenly rose to higher 
Prices than it ever had realized before, 
till, during the past winter, it ranged 
from six to seven dollars per barred — 
This lasted but for a short time, fur 
s cores of drillers, having found the rock 
so precarious inits supplies, returned t** 
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* the first method of obtaining surface 

This Is' now considered a surer mark" 
and much less expensive. It has also 
had a tendency to regulate tho price ; so 
that from two to throe dollars is now 
about tho range. • . 

Tho fluctuations of the oil specula- 
tion have quito equalled, and perhaps 
surpassed, tho speculation in gold among 

- the Americans. Men who reckoned 
themselves worth thousands, one woek 
were hardly able to meet their liabilities 

, the next. And what wonder, if, during 
the same year, their whole wealth was 
worth by the barrel ten cents at one 
time, and in a few months six and 
aeyen dollars? Such have been the 
vicissitudes attending tho speculations 
. in oil. Other branches of business have 
prospered steadily in the place. Hotels 
and boarding-houses have made small 
fortunes, while merchants, .mechanics, 
labourers, and teamsters have had what 
might be called first-rate times. Al- 
though the place is comparatively new, 
iU population is estimated at over 1. 0). 
There are ten .stores, six hotels, twenty 
refineries, four cooper shops — some very 
extensive — four blacksmith shops, two 
wagon shops, two churches, well fin- 
ished ; three resident ministers, one

Sarnia was chosen. Mr. Cameron was 
*vjjry! assiduous in promoting tho settle- 
( uient oftlio place, and liberal in assist- 
jug tlF/so who- were disposed to ongage 
ip. business. Many of those who hav e 
figured prominently in business owe 
l heir ability to make the first start to 
las liberality. 

.Sarnia was for many years noted for 
the sobriety and morality of its inhabit- 
ants, during which time its liberality to 
the Bible Society, Missionary Society, 
and the Tern iterance BeformaUon* was 


often noticed^ by visitors from* a distance , ■ 
This happy state of affairs continued to 
prevail till about the time that the 
U. AY. Ik was constructed, when, owing 
to tho largo increase in tho population 
and tho mixed character of the new- 
comers, the old status of society was not 
so observable. Since that time, Sarnia 
casmot claim to be exempted from those 
occasional developments of depravity 
and crime that characterize the police 
records of larger cities, Still, there is a 
large influence for good maintained. 
There- are six churches, one gram- 
mar school,, one central, or district 
school, with three teachers ; a * Juvenile 
school,’ and several private and select 
schools, yf which the principal is that 
kept by Miss Hennessy, for instruction 
in Latin, French, and music. There is 
also a flourishing lodge 'of 'the T. O? of 
G. Ts and a branch of the Canadian 
Temperance Alliance. The public 
buildings of Sarnia are tho jail, court- 
house, union school, town-hall, and 
market. It has one of tho best 
harbours in Canada, and being so near 
the lake, it often affords shelter for'ves- 
sels that are driven by stress of weather 
to seek its shelter. . r . 6 j v i i. 

The commercial interests of Sarnia aro 
not as well developed as might be ex- 
pected, considering her natural advan- 
tages. There aro tvyo cabinet factories, 
but both do a considerable importing 
business. Other branches of business 
are crippled in the same w ay. As soon 
as this state of tilings is remedied, and 
capitalists can bo induced to invest in 
manufactures, Sarnia will take the place 
for which by nature she is well calcu- 
lated to occupy, as one of the first con i- 
mereial towns in Canada.
